hom e,” he said. “ In 1939 we 
were still coming out of the 
D epression 
and 
th ere 
w eren’t too many custom 
locker places at that time. 
“ It has mushroomed. 
I 
haven’t been able to take 
care of all the requests,” 
Bailey said. “We’ve had a 
total of 20 and each one takes 
a half day for me to get 
ready and takes the county 
agent about two days to get 
things ready.” 
Bailey, who worked for a 
Houston meat packing firm 


for 
20 
y e a rs, 
actually 
slaughters 
calves at 
the 
demonstrations — showing 
all the necessary steps for 
stunning, bleeding, skinning, 
gutting, splitting, washing 
and hanging the meat. 
He perform s the meat 
processing under actual 
farm 
conditions, 
using 
equipment available on most 
farm s and ranches —from 
the shade tree to the knives. 
“What we’re trying to do 
in putting these dem on­ 
strations on is to give the 
people an idea of things that 
have to be done and I don’t 
display my skill, which is 
little,” Bailey said. He goes 
slowly and hands out ex­ 
tension serv ice bulletins 
afterw ard 
to 
give 
the 
audience details for starting 
their own operations. 
Home m eat processing 
definitely has advantages to 
farm ers, he said, such as 
cutting out about a dozen 
middlemen. 
“There’s the hauler who 
takes the animal from the 
ranch to the auction; the 
auction rin g ; the order 
buyer for the stocker; the 


stocker operator; the hauler 
from the auction 
to the 
stocker; 
then the hauler 
from the stocker to the 
feedlot ; the feedlot m an ; the 
hauler from the feedlot to the 
packer; the packer’s got to 
m ake a profit; 
then the 
hauler from the packer to 
the retail outlet, then the 
retail man. 
“That’s why m eat’s so 
high —it’s all tied up in 
service. The main reason 
that people want to do it is 
they’re losing money and 
they’d like to eat some of 
these calves,” he said. 
Bailey 
said 
he 
recom ­ 
mends only home processing 
of younger animals —500 to 
600 pound calves —because 
they usually are healthier 
than older animals.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — 
You’ve got 25 people who 
refuse 
to 
pay 
ever­ 
increasing food prices, and 
you’ve decided to outsmart 
the grocer by forming a food 
co-op, right? Wrong, but one 
Houston legislator plans to 
fix that. 
Most of those groups 
calling themselves co-ops in 
Texas, especially the ones in 
the food business, aren’t co­ 
ops at all, Rep. Bill Blythe, 
R-Houston, says. They’re 
buying clubs. They have no 
legal status, they can’t in­ 
corporate, they can’t sell 
shares of stocks and they 
can’t protect their members 
from liability for business 
failures.

“What you cut out in the 
co-op is the profit motive,” 
he said.

received much support for 
the bill and only one letter 
against it.

After it was cleaned and polished with a 
comm ercial brass cleaner available at hardware stores 
and supermarkets, I sprayed on two coats of lacquer, dry­ 
ing between each of them. I held newspaper back of the 
part being sprayed to protect things nearby. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the canners of dietetic 
toods who charge such outlandish prices for their products. They 
know diabetics, etc., have to have it and will buy. I have canned 
fruit myself and it is much better flavored when no sweetener is 
added but just cooked in its own juices. - CURTY 
DEAR POLLY — My sister is in the hospital and her elbows 
were becoming sore from lying down and from sitting up to read 
To remedy this I made her a pair of “Elbow Softeners J rorn ^ ur 
circles of soft m aterial, stuffed with cotton and sewed together 
around the edges.
